4% RISE REPORTED IN CPI 
DURING DECEMBER 


The Consumer Price Index rose 
4% in December before seasonal 
adjustment to 186.1 (1967=100), 
the U. S. Department of Labor’s 
Bureau of Labor Statisties has re- 
ported. The December CPI was 
6.8% higher than in December of 
1976. 

‘On a seasonally adjusted basis, 
the CPL rose .4% in December. 
This compares with increases of 
-5% in November and 3% in Aug- 
ust, September, and October. Food 
prices increased .253 in Decem- 
ber, less than the .6% rise in No- 
vember and about the same as. 
increases during the late summer 
and early fall months. Prices of 
other commodities rose .5° in 
December, the sameé as in Novem- 
ber and more than the average 
monthily incréase of .25¢ in the 
Juné throtigh October period. 
Charges for services also rose .5% 
in December, the fifth consecu- 
tive month of moderate increase. 

The index for food purchased iri 
grocery stores increased .1% in 
December, compared with .7%% in 
November. In December, egg pric- 
és declined 12.8%. poultry prices

From Augusta

3 February, 1978 
Monday will mark the half way 
point to statutory adjournment .of 
this, the second regular session 
of the 108th Maine Legislature. To 
date some 230 bills have been 
printed and referred to commit- 
tee yet only 48 bills have been 
disposed of in one way or anoth- 
er. Six have been signed into law 
by the Governor, the. others have 
‘either been withdrawn by the 
sponsor or killed by lawmakers. 

Although leadership says they 
are somewhat behind as the half 
way mark approaches, they are 
of the feeling that things are step- 
Ping up in speed. It was only tivo 
weeks ago that both Senate Pres- 
ident Joseph Sewell and House 
speaker John Martin. encouraged 
their committee clerks to’ start 
turning out work, and to more 
rapidly report their decision to 
_ the floor for debate. One commit- 
tee that took heed to the pressure 
was the Education Committee.: 
They stayed over last: week end in 
an attempt to finalize their de- 
cision on the controversial edu- 

cational funding measure, 


Only two bills have gone to the 
appropriation table..,... one that 
would provide student scholar- 
ships. This measure calls for $429,. 
000 for the next 12 months, The 
other a bill to establish the Maine- 
Canadian Advisory Commission 
would appropriate $24,286 for the 
next year. 


Although the debate of issues 
has not heated to even a simmer 
yet, the wills of individuals have 
boiled over. It started several 
weeks ago with an exchange of 
words ibetween Speaker Martin 
and the Governor, 


The chief executive even called 
Martin “immature” to make some 
of the remarks he did. Last week 
it was President's Sewell’s turn, 
He attacked the Governor in the 
hardest hitting manner ever seen 
from his office and the Governor 
fired back....“you ought to be 
ashamed of yourself.” 

Then there were more letters, 
While the Chief Executive was 
out of state Jast week he sent 
Sewell what was supposed to be 
an apology but developed into 
more namie calling. This week it 
is Martin's turn again and who 
knows what that will bring. 

For the first time in nearly 10 
years that this reporter has ‘cov.

Leadership says the rationale for 
holding their news conferences is 
to stand up for, and make known 
the legislative views on the issues, 
Yet strangely, in his remarks 
last week. President Sewell said 
he was speaking, not for the Sen- 
ate; or the Republican senators, or 
even leadership, le was spsakivig 
for Joe Sewell. It is difficult to 
conclude anythitig other than an 
attempt to use thé press to de- 
velop positions for whatever tray 
fest ahead in this political year, 

Both Martin arid Sewell deny this, 
they say it is to let the “people 
know what Longley is doing in 
Augusta.

SENIOR CITIZENS BENEFIT 
FROM TAX LAW CHANGES 
“Recent changes in tax laws have 
provided additional tax benefits 
for persons age 65 and over, ac- 
cording to J. J. Jennings, Director 
Of the Augusfa inveenal Revenue 
Service District. _ 

it is now possible for taxpayers 
of this age bracket to exclude the 
entire gain on the sale of their 
residence if the adjusted ‘sale 
price was $35,000 or, less. To 
exclude ithe entire gain in past 
years, the adjusted sale price had 
to be $20,000 or less. 

Other continuing tax benefits 
for older Americans include: 

Liberal filing requirements 


which provide that single persons: 


65 years and older are required to 
file a tax return only : if their 
gross income is at least $3,700. 
Likewise, married couples who file 
joint returns are required to file 
only if their income is at least 
$5,450 if one spouse is 65 or old- 
er and $6,200 if both meet the age 
requirement. 

As‘ in the past, according to 
Director Jennings, taxpayers age 
65 and over receive a double per- 
sonal exemption. This means they 
should check both the ' “yourself” 
and the “65 or over” boxes,’ ° 

A tax credit for older Ameri- 
cans which depends upon the am- 
ount of income, both earned and 
from a ‘retirement pension or 
annuity. As much as 15% of 
$2,500 for single persons ($3,750 
for couples filing joint returns 
where both are 65 or over) can 
be credited toward the tax bill. 
However, these amounts must be 
reduced by the amount of tax ex- 
empt social security or tax exempt 
retirement income recvived, be- 
fore the credit is computed, 

The IRS considers taxpayers to 
be 65 on the day before the birth- 
day occurs, allowing them to 
take advantage of these benefits 
for the 1977 tax year even if 
their 65th birthday was Jan. 1, 
1978. :

Highly processed cereals and 
grains are cited as second offen-. 
ders. These ‘processed foods rob 
us of important vitamins and min+ 
erals. “To correct this problem, 
the enrichment ‘process .was devel:: 
oped....to replace what was lost 
during processing. From the pub- 
lic health point of view, this was 
the most efficient way to handle 
the nutritional deficiences that 
were occuring.... 

“Furthermore, public health had 
to contend with the problem of 
improving - suboptimal diets due 
to the poorer economic status of 
earlier decades and their lower 
food budgets, and again the. en- 
vichment process was the most 
efficient way. You must remem- 
‘ber however, that this enrichment 
ds only an enrichment of an in- 
ferior product, not of a superior 
‘product. It is only an imitation of 
the original, It is only an attempt 
by man to make the unnatural 
Simulate the natural through sci- 
entific and technological skill, 
which is always dated.” 

So the people of the richest so- 
ciety on this planet eat imitation 
food. You are what you Eat? Then 
it follows, naturally, that we. are 
not real people, we are not heal- 
thy, robust people full of nutural 
vitality as our ancestors were, 
How then does one survive and 
produce as a member of a quality 
oriented society? For if it is true 
that we are what we eat, and we 
eat imitation food and thus be- 
come imitation people, we can 
only produce imitation quality.

. From Congress - 


One of. the most frequent com- 
Plaints I hear from small business- 
men in Maine concerns the burden 
which government regulations — 
and their attendant Paperwork— 
Place on them, Far too often, reg- 
ulations are promulgated that are 
insensitive to the problems’ of 
small businesses. These regula- 
tions. are responsible for paper- 
work costing businesses upwards 
of $30 billion annually —- money 
which could. be more productively 
invested in new equipment and 


stantial portion of it is unneces- 
Sary. Its study revealed that at 
least $10 billion in savings could 
be realized in just the first year 
of a vigorous anti-paperwork pro- 
gram. 


I believe that a pill I am co- 
Sponsoring called the “Small Busi- 
ness Impact Act” complements the 
recommendations of the Paperwork 
Commission. One of the goals of 
this bill is to reduce government 
paperwork by requiring the reg- 
ulatory agency proposing new reg- 
ulations to minimize the paper: 
work involved. 

This legislation would also help 
Federal regulatory agencies to be 
more aware of the impact of pro- 
posed regulations on small pbusi- 
nesses. In recent months, the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration—too often the bane 
of small businesses-—has set an 
example in this area. OSHA offic- 
jals recently announced that they 
were abolishing over 1,000 Safety 
regulations: and were sharply re- 
ducing or eliminating the paper- 
work required by the Agency, The 
fact that so many regulations and 
so much paperwork could be ab- 
olished without affecting the 
health and safety of our workers 
raises the question of whether 
they were needed in the first 
place, At least OSHA has taken a 
second look at its regulations’ im- 
pact on small business, but the 
Small Business Impact Act would 
require Federal regulators to con- 
sider this question before imple- 
mentation. 

Our bill would require the pre- 
paration of a small business im- 
pact statement to assess the ef. 
fect of proposed rules and regu- 
lations. Each statement would have 
to include an estimate of the num- 
ber of small businesses affected 
by the rule as well as a compari- 
son of the estimated costs and 
benefits for small firms. The cost- 
benefit provisions of this legiela- 
tion are in line with the Presi-

compare the quality of goods and 
services available today with pro- 
ducts made 20 or 30 years ago. 
This is not to say that no quality 
is produced in America, only that 
it is a luxury most of Us cannot 
afford.

Recently, the Federal’ Trade 
Commission proposed a series on 
regulations regarding the manu- 
facture and sale of mobile homes. 
In reviewing-the propgsed: rules, 
the Office of Advocacy criticized 
them as “unreasonable, unneces- 
Sary, unworkable, and econom- 
ically ‘burdensome to small busi- 
nesses.” These comments alerted 
Several Members of Congress, in- 
cluding myself, to add their voic- 
es in opposition ‘to these regula- 
tions. Consequently. the FTC has 
scheduled additiona] hearings on 
thes proposed rules, If all such 
regulations were submitted to the 
Office of Advocacy for comment, 
we would have a much better 
idea of the impact on small busi- 
ness, and of whether or not the 
regulations were really neces- 
sary. 


Another section of the Small 
Business Impact Act requires the 
regulatory agency to investigate 
the effect of proposed regulations 
on competition among small busi- 
nesses and between the small and 
large business sections. This pro-

CPI GOES UP IN DECEMBER

turned down, and prices for dairy 
products, fats and oil products and 
coffeecontinued to move down, 

Fresh vegetable prices, however, 
tured up in December and pric- 
es of processed fruits and vegeta- 
bles increased more’ than in re- 
cent months, Beef prices rose for 
the fourth consecutive month. 
Prices for pork and cereal and 
bakery products also increased. 
The index for. food away. from 
home — restaurant meals and: 
snacks—inereased. .4% in Decem- 
ber, Slightly more than in recent 
months, 

The index for commodities oth- 
er than food rose .5% in Decem- 
ber. Almost a third of this in- 
crease was due to higher prices 
for new cars and household dura- 
bles such as furniture and: floor 
coverings. The index for house- 
hold durhbles rose .7% in De- 
ecember, compared with an aver- 
age monthly increase of 3% in 
tthe first 11 months of 1977. 

The new car index rose 15% 
in December, the same as in ‘No- 
vember. Prices of 1978. model 
ears continued to be phased into 
the CPI, After seasonal adjust- 
ment, the used car index rose .3%- 


in December, following an. in~. 


crease of .1% in November and, 


sharp declines from April through | 


October. Prices for apparel and 
gasoline also rose in December, 
but by less than in November. 
Fuel oil and tobacco prices de- 
clined .1%. . 
Among major categories in the 
service component, the index for 
medical care services rose .7% in 
December after seasonal adjust- 
ment. This was more than the .5% 
rise in November and about the 
same as most monthly increases 
in the second half of 1977. - 
Hospital service charges increas- 
ed more in December than in re- 
cent months. The annual adjust- 
ment, made this month, to the 
hhealth insurance component for 
retained earnings showed a de- 
cline. The indexes for ‘transporta- 
tion services and household ser- 
vice other than rent rose 4% in 
December, continuing the moder- 
ate uptrend of recent months. 
In the latter category, charges 
for gas and electricity declined 
for the second consecutive month 
—.7% in December and .4% in 
November. The rent index also in- 
creased .4% in December, com- 
pared with .7% in November.
